No two manufacturers are agreed as to the 
most desirable temperature, strength, pressure 
and time required, although all seek precise- 
ly the same results. Some time this will be 


be produced that will astonish all in quality 
and cheapness. 

The apparatus illustrated in a previous issue 
has produced acheap fibre of good quality. 
With a different system the same results are 
obtainable. For instance, with a digester 
alone, no lead or other lining, nothing but 
good heavy boiler-iron, with a very heavy ro- 
tary pump, the contents may be drawn from 
the bottom and run off as fast as thoroughly 
cooked.

ble to produce a batch of fibre of uniform | wherever applied, invariably cause a stronger, 


quality throughout unless the time is carried 
much beyond what is needed to dissolve the 
extraneous matter of the wood, which, of 
course, adds to the cost of the entire lot. 
Again, it was shown at the time that when the 
process had been carried thus far, some por- 
tions, invariably at or near the top, would be 
burned by the superheated steam and gas ex- 
pansion, and with my little digester the pulp, 
pumped from the bottom (where it was found 
to ‘tcook” first), the superincumbent mass 
would be pressed downward by this pressure 
that destroyed the chips in the previous tests. 
The liquid wood being placed in a tight tank 
can be blown off under pressure the same as in 
the old way. 

Lately I have been reading some directions 
for conducting a chemical process of pulp- 
making which pre-supposes some chemical 
action, and at the same time there is not a sin- 
gle instance given where chemicals have acted 
any part in separation, the entire process 
being mechanical, if we except the chemical 
action of steam and pressure. Here it is 
stated that ‘‘ the pipe which supplies the pump 
is attached to the lowest point of the bottom 
of the digester, and a branch from this is con- 
tinued to a tank located in or near the evapor- 
ating room. When the digesting of the wood 
is completed the steam is shut off, the pump 
stopped and the valve on the branch pipe par- 
tially opened.” 

Digestion being completed, it is stated that 
the contents must be further treated to hot 
water, or else the batch will be evarse and 
chippy. What then has been accomplished 
thus far by the acid solution and steam pres- 
sure? Absolutely nothing but what would 
have been accomplished with water and pres- 
sure alone. Then why all this talk of lead 
linings and the trouble and annoyance incident 
thereto?

Improved Paper-Making Machine. 
o 


Illustrations are given of an improve- 
ment in paper-making machines intended to 
overcome the objections to a ‘“‘ Harper.” In 
this instance a top coucher, hifiig in the ordi- 
nary coucher arms of a cylinder machine, is 
placed forward of the bottom coucher. The 
first felt is run through a box containing the 
felt-washer and squeeze-rolls. This box sets 
on the machine frame directly back of the first 
press. The felt passes from this box after 
being washed on to the stretcher-roll, the 
stretcher stands being the same as generally 
used for the second felt. The felt passes down 
the stretcher stands under a roll immediately 
over the wire and on through between the 
couchers along with the wire. The wire passes 
around the bottom coucher and on back, but 
the felt passes forward, with the sheet upon 
its under side, and (in this case) under the first 
press and up over a roll in front of the first 





press, and so on through the first press and 
back to the washer-box. 

As the first felt is about to pass through the 
first press the second felt meets it and passes 
through the first press with it, thus having the 
web between the two felts. 
ferred from the first to the second felt and 
passes along on the latter to the second press, 
where the sheet is taken after going through 
the second press, and delivered to the dryers by 
the machine-tender. The stretcher for the 





second felt has the screws generally used to 
stretch the first felt. This arrangement is 
driven by friction pulleys on the driving-shafts 
about the same as used in a Harper machine. 
In all tender stock or very light papers this 
arrangement is said to prevent the breaks on 
the wire and first press, and no stuff is wasted 
or washed away, and a machine can be run at 
a very high rate of speed safely. 

Figure 1 is an elevation of a machine em- 
bodying this improvement. Fig. 2 is an ele- 
vation of a portion of the machine embody- 
ing a modification of a certain feature of it. 
Fig. 3 is an elevation of a machine of a

different style embodying the same idea. 

Referring to Fig. 1, A designates the pulp 
vat, which may be of ordinary construction. 
B designates the breast roll. It may be sup- 
ported in any suitable bearings, so as to be 
free to rotate. Around it passes the wire C, 
which also passes around the lower couch-roll, 
D, of a pair of couch-rolls, D D’. The pres- 
sure of the upper couch-roll may be produced 
in the ordinary way. 

G is the first felt which passes between the 
couch-rolls D D’, above the wire C. It also 
passes around rollers G' G’, between the press- 
rolls H H’, and around rollers G* G* G*, through 
a wash-box, W, between squeezing-rolls I I’, 
and around rollers G*, G', and G*. These 
rollers G’ G? G* G* G® G* G' G*I I’ and rolls 
H H’ are journaled in suitable bearings in the 
frame of the machine. Provision may be 
made for adjusting ene of the press-rolls to- 
ward its fellow in the ordinary way. 

When the wire C and felt G pass between 
the couch-rolls liquid is expressed from the 
pulp. Some is absorbed by the feltG. The 
pulp then adheres to the felt G, leaving the 
wire. It is then carried along directly for- 
ward from the couch-rolls on the under side 
of the lower portion of the felt G, As the 
felt G ascends after passing around the roller 


The web is trans- | 


G', and, after passing around the roller 

G*, moves approximately in a horizontal di- 
rection, the side to which the pulp adheres 
becomes the upper side before passing between 
the press-rolls H H’. 

J designates the second felt. It passes be- 

| tween the press-rolls H H' above the first felt 
G, around the upper press-roll H’. It also 
passes around guide-rolls K K’ and between 
press-rolls L L’, supported in suitable bearings 
in the frame of the machine. The guide-roller 
K’ is adjustable for tightening the 
felt. After passing with the felt 
J between the press-ralls L L’, the 
paper runs around guide-rollers R 
to and around the drying-cylin- 
der M. 

When the two felts, G and J, 
together pass between the press- 
rolls H H’, liquid is expressed 
from the pulp. As_ the first 
felt G has already become sat- 
urated, the flow of liquid will be 
greater into the second felt J than 
into the felt G. This will induce 
the pulp to adhere to the felt J 
rather than to the felt G. By 
making J of a finer grade of 
felt than G, the tendency of the 
pulp to leave the first felt and ad- 
here to the second is increased. 
The finer grade of felt will also 
be better for the paper. It will 
be understood that the pulp is 
transferred from the upper side 
of the felt G to the under side of 
the felt is example of the 
invention. side of the paper 
pulp comes in contact with the 
first felt and the other side comes 
in contact with the second felt. 

In Fig. 2 the web is shown as transferred 
from the under side of the felt G to the upper 
side of the felt J. Here the first felt passes 
directly forward from the couch-rolls D Dy, 
to the press-rolls H H’, thence around guide- 
rollers G? G* G®, through a wash-box, W, be- 
tween squeezing-rolls I I’, and around guide- 
rollers G*, G’, and G*, and back to the couch- 
rolls. The second felt J passes directly for- 
ward from the press-rolls H H’ to the press- 
rolls L L’, and thence around the guide-rollers 
K K’ back to the press-rolls H H’. 

In Fig. 3 the wire C shown in Fig. 1 
and its appurtenances are omitted, and in 
lieu thereof a 
cylinder, C, is 
used. Only one 
couch-roll, D’, 
is used in this 
instance. It is 
arranged imme- 
diately above the 
cylinder C’. The 
felt G passes be- 
tween it and the 
cylinder C’, and 
takes the web on 
its under side 
from the cylinder and carries it directly forward. 
The felt G passes from the couch-roll D' to the 
press-rolls H H’. Turning around the upper 
press-roll, it passes thence around guide-roll- 
ers G* G’ G* G*, through a wash-box, W, be- 
tween squeezing-rolls I I', and around guide- 
rolls G' and G* back to the cylinder C’ and 
couch-roll D'. The felt J, in this instance, 
passes between the press-rolls H H’ below the 
felt G, and thence directly forward to the 
press-rolls L L’, and thence around the guide- 
rolls K K’ back to the press-rolls H H’. The 

web is here transferred from the under side of 

the first felt G to the upper side of the second 

felt J. 

A cement for resisting sulphuric acid 
even at boiling heat may be made by melting 
caoutchouc at a gentle heat, and adding, with 
constant stirring, from six to eight per cent.

Waterproofing Vegetable Fabrics. 





This is a process for rendering all vege- 
table substances impermeable to water, unat- 
tackable by acids and incorruptible—that is to 
say, incapable of being affected by dry rot, or 
of decaying, and of being attacked by vegetable 
or animal ferments. 

In carrying the process into practice infuse 
in hot water, at the temperature of 80° Centi- 
grade, a tincture or extract of a substance rich 
in tannic principles, such as extract of chest- 
nuts, of yellow kino, of acacia pods, or of 
black or yellow catechu. When the extract is 
completely dissolved, reduce the density of 
the liquid, if too great, to from 1° to 2° Baumé. 
Then steep the materials to be preserved in 
this liquid for some minutes until the capillary 
vessels of the fibrous materials are well filled 
with the antiseptic substances. 

The materials, after having been dried, are 
treated in a second bath, composed as follows : 
(a) If it 1s desired to obtain a black coating, 
add to roo kilogs. of boiled linseed-oil, ren- 
dered very siccative by one of the known pro- 
cesses, 100 kilogs. of a color rich in coloring 
principles deprived of the metallic oxides, and 
siccative ; from Io to 25 kilogs. of the essence 
of birch-bark, and especially that obtained in 
the distillation of the white bark of the Rus- 
sian birch; from 6 to 10 kilogs. of a 
wax melting at a very high tempera- 
ture— such as the wax obtained from 
the palm-tree, which melts at 82°, or any 
other substance having the same physi- 
cal and chemical properties. (4) If the ma- 
terials to be im are to : 

* aataad prenee. te 
dark colcothar, or any other red coloring mat- 
ter having the same physical and mechanical 
properties. (c) If the materials are to have a 
green color imparted to them, employ light 
or dark thin English green coloring matter. 

The boiled linseed-oil acts both as a vehicle 
for the color and as a drying agent. The 
birch-tar has the property of remaining elastic 
at any temperature, even at 20°. 

In order that the materials shall be com- 
pletely impregnated, the bath in which they 
are dipped is raised to the temperature of 
from 300° to 120°, They are then passed 
either to a press or between two cylinders, in 
order to press or squeeze out any excess of 
liquid, leaving between the fibres only the 
quantity which is absolutely useful. If it is 
desired to give the articles or materials a bet- 
ter appearance than that which they possess 
after leaving the press or rollers, they are 
passed into a cold bath of linseed-oil rendered 
very siccative. This latter coating must be as 
thin as possible. 

Suitable apparatus is arranged as follows : 
Above a vessel having a double casing is ar- 
ranged a system of take-off cylinders, and 
between the two casings of the vessel steam 
circulates. In the vessel is the bath into 
which the material is dipped. The latter 
passes between the rollers, which squeeze out 
the excess of the substance with which the 
material has been treated, and which the lat- 
ter has absorbed in the vessel. On leaving 
the cylinders the material is drawn along in a 
continuous drying apparatus, and then wound 
upon rollers. 
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Mixed Treatment of Wood. 


A combined chemical and mechanical 
process for the reduction of wood to fibre con- 
sists ‘in first submitting the material to the ac- 
tion of chemicals, the next step being that of 
grinding. The wood is cyt into blocks, much 
shorter than usual, or transverse, saw scarfs 
are made at intervals across the ends, so as 
to aid the solution in permeating the fibres 
and loosening them. 

The wood is then put into a strong solution 
of lime, soda ash, chloride of lime, or other 
equivalent, and subjected to boiling under 
steam pressure for twenty-four hours. After 
the chemical treatment has been perfected 
the wood is removed from the tank or boiler, 
and is then subjected to the action of the 
grinders in the usual way, keeping a constant 
stream of water upon the stone; this effects 
the disintegration with great rapidity, owing 
to the preliminary treatment received by the 
blocks, and no washing is required beyond 
what results from wetting down the stone.

It costs the Mc- 
Cormick Reaper Works at Chicago, which has 
recently figured in the labor riots, more than 
$125,000 for paper for its handsome illustrated 
books. 


The Meriden Britannia Works used from 
seventy-five to one hundred tons of book pa- 
per for its finely illustrated catalogues last 
year, and these are only two of the large con- 
cerns in this country which pay out large sums 
annually for paper for advertising purposes. 
Then the publishing houses of the country are 
constantly drawing on the paper mills for ma- 
terial for their numberless publications. Look 
at General Grant's book for instance. An 
immense amount of paper was used tor this 
work, enough, I think, to run one small milla

institutions all use large quantities, and in fact 
there is a constant demand from many sources 
for the product of the paper mills. 

The stock market remains exceedingly quiet 
and drummers report light sales. The manu- 
facturers are buying from hand to mouth and 
are carrying medium-sized stocks. The sup- 
ply is much smaller in the stock houses than 
it was two years ago, and in case of a sudden 
emergency many would get pinched. There 
are three things which would bring about such 
a result: A sudden outbreak of cholera on 
foreign shores; a sharp advance in freight 
rates, or the rigid enforeement of the disinfec- 
tion laws. As none of these are imminent, 
the manufacturers do not give themselves any 
trouble. Small lots at attractive prices always 
find ready buyers.

The great labor agitation so prevalent | 
in the leading commercial cities, with its 
strikes, lockouts and boycotts, is tending 
somewhat to depress the paper trade in com- 
mon with other branches of business. While 
the labor question will adjust itself in time, 
pending this adjustment commerce and manv- | 
facturing industries will become more or less 
depressed. 

The paper trade of New England, taking 
into account its several lines of manufacture, 
has so far not been troubled much by this labor 
question, and what loss the industry may have 
experienced has been indirectly as a result of 
the depression in other lines of business. 

With a continuance of the improvement so 
generally reported in general lines of business, 
as developed since the first of the year, the 
paper trade was in a fair way of enjoying a 
prosperous year’s business, and such may be 
the case yet if these labor disturbances are 
not too prolonged. 

The condition of the paper-stock market re- 
mains unchanged, so far as any special de- 
mand is concerned, but there is a better feel- 
ing among importers, the past few weeks not 
having developed any weaker tone in foreign 
markets. It is also reported that foreign 
packers are not accumulating stocks, and will 
not, preferring to let collections lay until such 
time as the demand warrants a living price for 
them, for at the present low quotations they 
claim to be better off doing no business. 
Lower offers made abroad, it is reported, have 
been flatly refused, while on some grades of 
stock advanced quotations have been made. 

It is not unusual at this season of the year 
to find the foreign market a little slow, as the 
accumulated collections of domestic rags are 
brought into market and must find sale. This 
spring the domestic collections, having been 
forced to meet the low quotations of foreign 
rags, have realized very low prices—so low, in 
fact, to discourage collectors, some of 
whom, it is claimed, called in their pedlers 
and small collectors, as the prices now ruling 
for rags would not pay collectors’ wages, 
while the dealers would run behind and lose 
money. 

This state of affairs must experience a 
change some time, but how near in the future 
this change is it is difficulttosay. If rags 
cannot be collected at a profit, they will be 
neglected and the supply will run short. A 
very important fact in connection with do- 
mestic rags which should not be lost sight of 
is this: rags that have been sold at such low 
prices are rags that have already been collected,

We hope that all 
strifes and contentions in the paper trade 
will be avoided. 








THE lesson of recent events at the West 
is that the law is and must be supreme. | 
This country will not tolerate outrage and | 
violence, and the workingmen must learn 
that the sooner they disassociate them- | 
selves from lawless people, who utilize the 
demands of labor as the cloak for their | 
own purposes, the better off they will be.

I know he is right, 
and that wide machines and fast running make 
harder work for the machine-tenders and en- 
gineers, and that we make more paper for the 
same amount of money than our fathers did, 
and I cannot censure him for feeling that we 
are oppressed. But I would not advise my 
fellow paper makers to start in too rashly, as I 
think there is talent enough in both paper mak- 
ers and mill-owners to see alike that there is 
no need for this oppression, as we are not 
criminals to be shut up in those dark and 
damp rooms for twelve long hours. I think 
that the sentence can and will be reduced 
without resort to a strike. 

If we had demanded the eight-hour system 
twenty-five years ago, mill-owners undoubt- 
edly would have said: ‘‘ We cannot do it, as 
paper is selling very close; we cannot get 
more than ten to twelve cents per pound for 
print and other papers in proportion.” Since 
then there has been no reduction in the hours 
of labor, and now paper is selling at about half 
that price and labor is nearly twice as high as 
then. The dollars and cents have not changed. 
Then, what is the cause? It is the ingenuity 
of man, which we must give paper makers 
credit for in this case, as they have cheap- 
ened raw material and improved our ma- 
chinery, and there is yet room for improve- 
ments that will bring paper down lower even 
with the eight-hour system, and still leave as 
large a profit for the owners of mills in some 
localities. 

We, as paper makers, must make our de- 
mand for the eight-hour system, giving the 
mill-owners the privilege of setting the wages 
at one-third less. That would be right for 
both parties, and then if scarcity of help de- 
manded more pay, the consumer—I should 
have said we, as we are all consumers—will 
have to pay a little more per pound or a trifle 
more for a daily paper. I cannot think that 
mill-owners are so void of reason not to see 
that we are Oppressed. If so, our government, 
with. the intellect which is’ at its head, surely 
cannot overlook this oppression. I would ad- 
vise all paper makers to carefully study this 
subject. Ifin favor of the eight-hour system 
make it known to your employer, talk and 
reason with him. 

If this all fails, then we must think that 
capital and labor will not or cannot combine. 
In this case what shall we do? We must take 
‘*Justice’s” advice and organize and show 
that the majority must and will rule. Capital, 
as labor, is all right, if not abused. Why 
should we work twelve hours and part of the 
night to earn a living, when we know that the 
labor required of each man is not more than 
three hours to earn a livelihood? I am not 
writing this for my own benefit, but for the 
benefit of the rising generation, as I am getting 
up in years and do not expect to be in the 
field of toil much longer. I still have a 
thought for our children and will do what I 
can by word and pen to throw off the yoke.

THE PAPER TRADE.—While the paper 
trade is feeling the influence of the labor 
troubles throughout the country in the way of 
loss of business, a restlessness is shown among 
the mill hands in some quarters, where open 
demands have been made, and is expected in 
some others. No definite demand either for 
increased wages or shorter hours has been 
made among the mills in Holyoke, although it 
is said that the question is being discussed by 
the employees. Manufacturers, however, do 
not appear to feel at all anxious, and, as a 
rule, do not express themselves fearful of any 
trouble. Several small troubles are reported, 
but in all cases it is probable that mutual con- 
cessions will remedy the difficulties. Speaking 
generally, the mills are busy, and this state- 
ment is sustained not only by the manufactur- 
ers but by travelers for stock and other houses 
who have visited the mills in various parts of the 
country. All agree that prices are very low, 
and no hope is expressed that there is to be 
any improvement within a reasonable time. 
Local trade is quiet and warehouse business is 
dull, especially as regards city demands. 
Large publishers are busy, and mills supplying 
them are having a good trade. Writings are 
moving in a quiet way at unchanged prices 
and in News and Manillas there is nothing 
new to report. The Strawboard mills are 
still shut down. Straw Wrappings are very 
quiet, both as to home and export demand, 
and while prices are steady there is not enough 
trade to make the market strong.

There is a steady business of small lots 
in progress, but like the paper manufacturers, 
stock men keep up the old cry of low prices, 
and some dealers claim that they can buy 
cheaper from others who have goods in store 
than they can import themselves.

Disin- 
fection has come to the front again as a live 
topic. The Chamber of Commerce has 
taken the question up and proposes to 
investigate it, while it is said that 
efforts are being put forth in Washington 
to cause a recall of the appointment of the 
various. inspectors abroad. If this should suc- 
ceed it will necessitate the disinfection here of 
all rags entering the port, as the local authori- 
ties will not pass any rags which are unaccom- 
panied by an inspector's certificate that they 
have been properly disinfected on the other 
side.
